THE EASTERN MEDITERRANEAN ISLAND OF CYPRUS IS LOOMING AS THE ROCK 
ON WHICH NEWLY ACHIEVED GREEK-TURKISH FRIENDSHIP MAY BE SMASHED. 

SINCE WORLD WAR II THE QUARREL OVER THIS STRATEGIC BUT RELATIVELY 
UNPROSPEROUS ISLAND HAS BEEN BETWEEN ITS BRITISH RULERS AND ITS 
POPULATION OF GREEK ORIGIN. SUDDENLY, IT HAS BECOME AN ISSUE BETWEEN
